Nelson Trails 
But Has 6 
Hole Record

Durham, N. C., March 25 — Wt— 


Byron Nelson trailed the leaders 
by a stroke today as the 
$5,000 


Durham Open tournament 
moved 


into the second round but he had 
to his credit a remarkable six holes 
of golf. 


Picked to win before play began, 


the Toledo stylist needed a 68 yes- 
terday, three under par, and found 
himself in third place back of the 
two New York veterans, Jimmy 
Hines of Amsterdam and 1941 Na- 
tional Open Champion Craig Wood 
of Mamaroneck. 


Nelson started out as if to win 


in a hurry by knocking in birdies 
on five of the first six holes, with- 
out sinking a single long-distance 
putt. 


He got threes on one and 
two 


with short putts, missed an eagle 
three by an inch on No. 3, had to 
be content with a par three on short 
fourth 
hole 
when a six-foot putt 
rimmed the cup. On No. 5 a par 
five, his tee shot was in the middle 
of the fairway but back of a tree 
some 150 yards from the green. He 
opened his stance, hit a great cruv- 
ing slice around the tree to the 
front of the green, chipped up and 
sank his putt for-another birdie. On 
No.' 6, a 145-yarder, he stuck his 
tee shot within five feet of the pin 
and holed it for his fifth birdie in 
five holes. (The PGA record book 
says Harry Cooper once had eight 
a par. He should have had birdies 
n nine consecutive holes.) 


Nelson's streak ended when he 


was trapped on seven, where he got 
on eight and nine, after zremendous 
wood shots but his 
short 
game 


failed him.

Choice of a keynoter appeared 


likely to generate a controversy, 
with some of the potential presi- 
dential candidates taking a hand. 


Thus far the 
list 
of 
possible 


choices has been confined largely 
to public office holders but there is 
a disposition on the part of some 
high ranking Republicans to go out- 
side the customary field for a man 
primarily 
representing 
business, 


rather than political, interests. 


There has been talk, for exam- 


ple, of enlisting such a man as Eric 
Johnston, president of the 
U. S. 


Chamber of Commerce, who 
has 


been critical of what he terms New 
Deal bureaucracy and regimenta- 
tion, a viewpoint that

many Republicans share. 


The possibilities also include the 


26 Republican governors, but many 
of these may be disqualified 
be- 


cause they are potential aspirants 
for the presidency or vice presi- 
dency. 


Gov. Dwighl H. Green of Illinois 


is one of ihose menlioned as out- 
side the latter category, but 
his 


selection probably would be 
op- 


posed by supporters of Wendell L. 
Willkie, the 1940 nominee, who are

eral viewpoint on foreign policy if 
possible.

This was cxpcclcd lo put more men 
in essential jobs and improve the- 
manpower situation. 4-F's are not 
subject to some manpower regula- 
tions on job transfers. 


To men in the 26-37 age group 


who are in 3-A or hold job defer- 
ments, the new regulations mean a 
delay in reconsideration of 
their 


cases. The length of the delay de- 
pends on the situation in each local 
draft board. 


, The armed forces arc primarily 
interested in young men just now, 
bul this doesn't mean all calls can 
be filled from men under 20. For 
example, the new rules do not halt 
induction of men over 25 who are 
already in 1-A.

down his throat by the Germans in 
April, 1942, for the second time, 
does not attempt to conceal from 
his friends that he tolerates Laval 
only because it is the only means 
by which he can maintain the fic- 
tion of an independent Vichy gov- 
ernment. 


Supporters of the marshal added 
that he feels if he ousted Laval, 
the Germans might force on him 
someone worse — if possible. 


Laval, less openly, uses the mar- 


shal's still substantial popularity 
and reputation for honesty as 
a 


cover for his collaborationist poli- 
cies. "Black Peter," as Laval is 
known in France, has shown by his 
actions in Vichy that he knows that 
without the protection of the mar- 
shal it would take Nazi bayonets to 
keep him in power. 


The first clash between the two 


key figures in France today canje 
even before Laval was named clji,ef 
of government in 1942. During ^e 
days of secret negotiations before 
Laval took office, he tried to forpe 
the aged marshal to name him his 
official successor. 


Petain refused. He already b^ 


kicked Laval out of the governm,%ij 
once before, in December, 194.0, ^gii 
cause he had learned that Lay§l 
was attempting to sabotage the g^s 
tain plan for an atuhoritarian ggy' 


Imum of collaboration with Ger- 
many. At that time Laval was Pe- 
taln's official heir, designated to 
succeed Petain automatically. 


This time when Laval demanded 


the same position, Petain balked. 
He issued a special decree putting 
responsibility for selection of 
his 


successor on the French cabinet, a 
selection not to be made until after 
the marshal had died or become 
physically incapable of heading the 
Vichy French state. 


The thick-skinned Laval accept- 


ed the situation on orders of his 
German friends who toH him • it 
made no difference. He even tried i 
to establish personal relations with 
the marshal. Laval was told firmly 
and none too politely by the mar- 
shal that he might have to accept 
Laval as a business partner but not 
even a Nazi occupation could make 
him accept Laval as a friend. 


The difference between the two 


men is deep seated, although born 
of the same type of French coun- 
try stock. Their lives have followed 
diametrically opposed paths. 
Pe- 


tain is a militarist in the 
most 


straight-laced sense of the 
word. 


His political ideas, basically that 
France needs an authoritarian type 
of government based on military 
discipline, have never changed. 


Laval, on the other hand, is a 


. eminent in France based on a 


wily politician in the worst sense of 
the word. He often has changed his 
political, coat to meet the needs of 
the moment. First a militant so- 
cialist, he deserted his early com- 
rades and became one of their bit- 
terest foes, first as a republican, 
then 
as an admirer of the Mus- 


solini type of Fascism. 


Petain never has understood nor 


liked Laval.

"Communism. That serves as only a 
feeble link because Petain has indi- 
pated to his close associates that

down his throat by the Germans in 
April, 1942, for the second time, 
does not attempt to conceal from 
his friends that he tolerates Laval 
only because it is the only means 
by which he can maintain the fic- 
tion of an independent Vichy gov- 
ernment. 


Supporters of the marshal added 
that he feels if he ousted Laval, 
the Germans might force on him 
someone worse — if possible. 


Laval, less openly, uses the mar- 


shal's still substantial popularity 
and reputation for honesty as 
a 


cover for his collaborationist poli- 
cies. "Black Peter," as Laval is 
known in France, has shown by his 
actions in Vichy that he knows that 
without the protection of the mar- 
shal it would take Nazi bayonets to 
keep him in power. 


The first clash between the two 


key figures in France today canje 
even before Laval was named clji,ef 
of government in 1942. During ^e 
days of secret negotiations before 
Laval took office, he tried to forpe 
the aged marshal to name him his 
official successor. 


Petain refused. He already b^ 


kicked Laval out of the governm,%ij 
once before, in December, 194.0, ^gii 
cause he had learned that Lay§l 
was attempting to sabotage the g^s 
tain plan for an atuhoritarian ggy' 


Imum of collaboration with Ger- 
many. At that time Laval was Pe- 
taln's official heir, designated to 
succeed Petain automatically. 


This time when Laval demanded 


the same position, Petain balked. 
He issued a special decree putting 
responsibility for selection of 
his 


successor on the French cabinet, a 
selection not to be made until after 
the marshal had died or become 
physically incapable of heading the 
Vichy French state. 


The thick-skinned Laval accept- 


ed the situation on orders of his 
German friends who toH him • it 
made no difference. He even tried i 
to establish personal relations with 
the marshal. Laval was told firmly 
and none too politely by the mar- 
shal that he might have to accept 
Laval as a business partner but not 
even a Nazi occupation could make 
him accept Laval as a friend. 


The difference between the two 


men is deep seated, although born 
of the same type of French coun- 
try stock. Their lives have followed 
diametrically opposed paths. 
Pe- 


tain is a militarist in the 
most 


straight-laced sense of the 
word. 


His political ideas, basically that 
France needs an authoritarian type 
of government based on military 
discipline, have never changed. 


Laval, on the other hand, is a 


. eminent in France based on a 


wily politician in the worst sense of 
the word. He often has changed his 
political, coat to meet the needs of 
the moment. First a militant so- 
cialist, he deserted his early com- 
rades and became one of their bit- 
terest foes, first as a republican, 
then 
as an admirer of the Mus- 


solini type of Fascism.
